US leads calls for nations 
to recognise Kosovo 
independence 


Storm forces Gulf oil spill ships 
back to port 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
US yesterday led calls for Ser¬ 
bia to accept the UN top court's 
support for Kosovo's 2008 in¬ 
dependence declaration, but 
staunch Belgrade ally Russia 
rejected the ruling, saying it 
changed nothing. 

Serbia will never recognise 
Kosovo's independence, de¬ 
spite its backing by a UN 
court, and will seek a new UN 
resolution calling for talks on 
the issue, President Boris Tadic 
said. 

US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton urged all na¬ 
tions including Serbia to re¬ 
cognise Kosovo after the 
International Court of Justice 
in The Hague backed its inde¬ 
pendence from Serbia. 

"We call on all states to 
move beyond the issue of 
Kosovo's status and engage 
constructively in support of 
peace and stability in the 
Balkans, and we call on those 
states that have not yet done so 
to recognise Kosovo," she said. 
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The court gave its backing 
to the February 2008 declara¬ 
tion of independence, saying it 
conformed to international 
law, despite protests by Serbia 
that it would never recognise 
the move. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon 
warned against any "provoca¬ 
tive" steps in the wake of the 
ruling. 

"The Secretary General 
urges all sides to avoid any 
steps that could be seen as 
provocative and derail the dia¬ 
logue," his spokesman Martin 
Nesirky told a press briefing. 

Belgrade said the ICJ ver¬ 
dict was nuanced, with the 
court not giving an opinion 
about the right of Kosovo to 
break away but on its declara¬ 
tion of independence. 


NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - The US government 
ordered certain ships working 
on the Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
back to port yesterday, amid 
fears that a brewing storm 
could force a mass evacuation 
and derail efforts to plug BP's 
runaway well. 

A full-scale evacuation 
could delay by up to two 
weeks the final operation to 
plug BP's runaway well, which 
has unleashed millions of bar¬ 
rels of crude on Gulf Coast 
shorelines in one of America's 
worst ever environmental dis¬ 
asters. 

"Activities that are under 
way for storm preparedness in¬ 
clude evacuating specialized 
vessels from the path of any 
severe weather to prevent 
damage and ensure that oil re¬ 


covery operations can resume 
as soon as possible after a 
storm," a Coast Guard state¬ 
ment said. 

The temporary cap on BP's 
ruptured oil well will stay 
closed even if ships evacuate 
the Gulf of Mexico during a 
tropical storm, the federal gov¬ 
ernment's spill chief said yes¬ 
terday. 

Storm warnings were ex¬ 
tended yesterday from the 
Caribbean around the Florida 
Keys to the Gulf Coast, but 
there was no immediate order 
from BP or the US government 
to suspend operations entirely 
and pull staff back to shore. 


If the depression develop¬ 
ing near the Bahamas takes 
aim at Louisiana it will delay a 
so-called "static kill" to seal 
the well with cement originally 
planned for this weekend. 

Officials have warned it 
will take up to five days to get 
some of the biggest vessels, in 
particular the massive drilling 
platforms working on relief 
wells, back to port. 

A full evacuation would be 
a huge blow for local residents 
who already see efforts to 
choke off the well as too little 
too late, with hundreds of 
miles of coastline in all five 
Gulf states already fouled. 


US criticizes Venezuela 
rupture of Colombia ties 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday criti¬ 
cized Venezuela's rupture of 
relations with Washington's 
ally Colombia, saying it was 
not a "proper way" to address 
concerns in the region. 

Leftist President Hugo 
Chavez broke off relations 
after Colombia, in a presenta¬ 
tion to the Organization of 
American States (OAS), 
charged that Colombian guer¬ 
rilla leaders were in Venezuela. 

"We think that it's important 
for both countries to work to 
reduce mutual suspicion and to 
fully implement their commit¬ 
ments under applicable antiter¬ 
rorist treaties and resolutions 
of the UN and OAS," US State 
Department spokesman Philip 
Crowley told reporters. 

"I don't think that severing 
ties or communication is the 
proper way to achieve that 
end," he said. 

Venezuela lae yesterday or¬ 
dered Colombian diplomats to 
leave the country within 72 


hours. 

Venezuelan Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Nicolas Maduro announced 
the obligatory exit of the diplo¬ 
mats, telling reporters a formal 
notification had been sent to 
Bogota announcing the immi¬ 
nent closure of the Colombian 
embassy. 

Venezuela later called for 
Ecuador, which holds the rota¬ 
ting presidency of regional 
body Unasur, to call an emer¬ 
gency meeting of foreign min¬ 
isters to "denounce the serious 
attacks from the Colombian 
government against (Venezue¬ 
lan) sovereignty. 

"This new attack sets the 
scene for a dangerous escala¬ 
tion," Venezuela's foreign min¬ 
istry said in a statement. 

The announcement marked 
a fresh spike in tensions be¬ 
tween the South American 
neighbors, which went to the 
brink of war in 2008 over a 
Colombian military raid into 
Ecuador to destroy a cross-bor¬ 
der rebel camp.

Lubbers was prime minister 
between 1982 and 1994 and 
headed governments involving 
both the VVD and Labour. 

The failure of the 'purple 
plus' option based on the VVD 
and Labour means the CDA 
now has a crucial role in the 
formation process.

• Back then the New York Times was air-lifted 
daily to Aruba originally for employees of the 
American-owned refinery. Later one could buy it 
at The Carib (now the Radisson) and later at 
Manchebo. One day, an employee at the De Wit 
Store at Manchebo, asked a longtime purchaser 
of The Times if she would help explain about 
postage stamps to a tourist who was sending post 
cards back the States. She had put U.S. stamps 
on them and wanted to know where the mailbox 
was. The 2 women tried to explain that she 
needed Aruban stamps. She insisted not. 

When asked what stamps she would put on her cards if she were in Paris, France, she replied 
that she would never go to Paris, France. She handed over the cards to the woman and told her 
to take care of it. They were held for 3 days lest she came back for them. They ended up in the 
waste paper basket.

• Back then travel agents in 
the U.S. learned to suggest 
that tourists go the the neigh¬ 
boring island of Curasao first 
before heading to Aruba be¬ 
cause it was busier there. 
Aruba was just too quiet and 
Americans needed to unwind 
a bit before heading to para¬ 
dise. A tourist, who had not, 
asked a local how long does 
it take to drive to Curasao.

• The cooling tropical winds coming across Aruba have been 
a mainstay of the lifestyle of the island. Back then, before air 
conditioning, houses were built facing east, the sunrise side, 
in order to let wind inside to cool the house. 

Most often, the front door opened into a wide hallway reach¬ 
ing all the way to the back of the house to let the wind through. 
The wind also made a landmark of the divi-divi tree. These 
trees grow straight up from the ground for about seven to nine 
feet when the leafy crown then streams out horizontally toward 
the west. Tourists who were concerned about getting lost while 
driving in the cunucu (countryside) were told to look for a divi 
tree and follow its direction which leads to the hotels.

• In a grocery store, later enlarged to super¬ 
market status, a visitor was horrified to see 
cartons of eggs stacked on the floor between 
between the shelves of canned goods. They 
must be refrigerated, she yelled. A local 
woman told her, gently, that those eggs had 
just been gathered within the hour from the 
Chinese-owned poultry farm and couldn't be 
fresher unless you ate one straight from the 
hen itself. 

Back then Arubans who did not go to the 
farm knew when the eggs arrived in the stores.

• A Saudi prince and his entourage came to 
Aruba to participate in a yacht competition.

Report: Workers on doomed Gulf rig 
feared for safety 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Workers on the doomed Deep¬ 
water Horizon oil rig ex¬ 
pressed concern about its 
safety in a confidential survey, 
but feared they could lose their 
jobs if they were openly criti¬ 
cal, the New York Times re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

In the survey, commissioned 
by the rig’s owner Transocean 
in the weeks before the disas¬ 
trous April fire and explosion 
on the oil platform, some work¬ 
ers said they "often saw unsafe 
behaviors on the rig." 

Others complained about 
poor equipment reliability "as a 
result of drilling priorities tak¬ 
ing precedence over planned 
maintenance," according to the 
survey, obtained by the daily. 

"At nine years old, Deep¬ 
water Horizon has never been 
in dry dock," one worker sur¬ 


veyed said. "We can only work 
around so much." 

A spokesman for Trans¬ 
ocean confirmed that "there 
was a report/assessment," but 
added that "we do not have 
anything to add at this time." 

The survey was conducted 
by a division of Lloyd's Regis¬ 
ter Group, a maritime and risk- 
management organization that 
dispatched two investigators to 


inspect the rig March 12 
through 16. They conducted 
focus groups and one-on-one 
interviews with at least 40 
Transocean workers. 

The report described wor¬ 
kers' concerns about safety and 
fears of reprisals, but added 
that the rig was "relatively 
strong in many of the core as¬ 
pects of safety management."

LONDON- Air travel poses 
no threat to those with heart 
conditions, and even those 
with serious heart disease can 
fly if precautions are made, 
British researchers say. 

The new guidance, pub¬ 
lished in the journal Heart, 
says the main impact of air 
travel is breathing in air with 
a reduced oxygen content — 
resulting in lower circulating 
oxygen levels in the blood — 
in a pressurized environment, 
known as hypobaric hypoxia. 

Air passengers already at 
high risk of angina, heart at¬ 
tack, heart failure or abnor¬ 
mal heart rhythms may be 
adversely affected by hy¬ 
poxia, but the blood oxygen 
levels induced by flying ’’ap¬ 
pear to have little or no ad¬ 
verse circulatory effects” and 
certainly not for short- and 
medium-haul flights, the 


bacteria in your mouth to 
make acids, which eat away 
dental enamel and cause 
tooth decay.

Stop sugar 

Add cinnamon and dried 
berries or apricots to your 
breakfast cereal.

For a hint of flavor in rice, 
throw a cinnamon stick or a 
pinch of cardamom or ginger

There are also ’’airport 
stresses” such as security, the

Stop salt 

Rinsing canned vegetables 
under cool running water re¬ 
duces their sodium content 
by about 40 percent, accord¬ 
ing to The American Dietetic 
Association's Complete Food 
and Nutrition Guide. The 
same holds true for other 
canned foods, including 
beans, tuna and chicken. 

Roast veggies by tossing 
them with a few teaspoons of 
olive oil, some lemon juice, a 
small pinch of salt and a few 
dashes of pepper. Bake for 15 
to 20 minutes at 400°F, or 
until lightly browned, stirring 
every 5 minutes. 

Cut back on taco season¬ 
ing. Use only half the packet 
that comes with a kit. Then 
punch up the dish with chili 
powder, ground cumin, onion 
powder or your favorite spice 
mix. 

If you sprinkle a little 
dried thyme into your scram¬ 
bled eggs, you won’t be 
tempted to pass the salt 
shaker over them. 

Along with your regular 
spaghetti sauce, buy a low- 
salt variety. Mix them to¬ 
gether, then gradually phase 
out the saltier one. 


Tip: Start Migraine 
Care Immediately 



Migraines are severe 
headaches that may be ac¬ 
companied by nausea, vom¬ 
iting and a sensitivity to 
light and sound. 

The National Women's 
Health Information Center 
offers these suggestions for 
what to do as soon as mi¬ 
graine symptoms begin: 

* Promptly take migraine 
medication that your doctor 
has prescribed. 

* Drink plenty of fluids, as 
long as you don't feel nau¬ 
seated. 

* Lie down and relax in a 
room that's quiet and dark. 

* Drape a cool cloth across 
your forehead. 

* Gently massage the area 
of your head that's painful. 



People who take vitamin E 
supplements regularly for 
years—whether they are 
smokers or nonsmokers— 
may lower their risk of 
chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease (COPD), the 
lung condition that is the 
fourth leading cause of death 
in the United States. 

COPD includes emphy¬ 
sema and chronic bronchitis 
and is often, but not always, 
caused by smoking. 

While the risk reduction is 
relatively small, 10%, COPD 
is a common and life-threat¬ 
ening condition in which a 
decline in lung function can 
be slowed down but not re¬ 
versed. COPD symptoms in¬ 
clude shortness of breath, 
coughing, and fatigue. 

“The effect appears to be 
modest. But for something 
for which there isn’t really 
any effective therapy and 
tends to be a degenerative 
condition, anything that 
would reduce the risk even 
somewhat is not an insub¬ 
stantial benefit,” says Jeffrey 
B. Blumberg, PhD, a profes¬ 
sor of nutrition at Tufts Uni¬ 
versity in Boston who was 
not involved in the study. 


The research, from the 
government-funded Women’s 
Health Study, included 39,876 
women 45 years and older 
who were free of COPD be¬ 
fore they were randomly as¬ 
signed to take a placebo, 
vitamin E supplements (600 
IU every other day) or aspirin 
(100 mg per day), either alone 
or in combination. At the end 
of 10 years, 760 of the 19,937 
women who took vitamin E 
alone or with aspirin devel¬ 
oped COPD compared with 
846 of the 19,939 who took a 
placebo or aspirin alone—a 
10% risk reduction. Vitamin E 
did not lower the risk of 
asthma, a condition associated 
with a higher risk of COPD. 

The researchers took into 
account factors such as ciga¬ 
rette smoking and age, which 
can affect COPD risk. The 
study, conducted by Cornell 
University and Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital re¬ 
searchers, is to be presented 
this week at the annual Amer¬ 
ican Thoracic Society meet¬ 
ing in New Orleans. 

The idea that vitamin E 
can reduce the risk of devel¬ 
oping COPD is “biologically 
plausible,” says Yvonne 
Kelly, PhD, an associate pro¬ 
fessor in the department of 
epidemiology and public 
health at University College 
London. Experts believe vita¬ 
mins A, C, and E—the so- 
called ACE 

antioxidants—combat oxida¬ 
tive stress in the lungs that 
can lead to COPD.

Optimism returns to markets, European shares soar 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock markets 
brushed aside weak US labour 
data yesterday and instead fol¬ 
lowed strong US corporate re¬ 
sults, with banks in the lead on 
expectations they have passed 
crucial tests on their financial 
well-being. The euro also rose 
sharply on higher-than-ex- 
pected eurozone data. 

Investors likewise set aside 
remarks from US Federal Re¬ 
serve Chairman Ben Bemanke 
that the outlook for the US re¬ 
covery was "unusually uncer¬ 
tain." 

Most of the gains in Europe 
occurred after the open on 
Wall Street where sentiment 
was supported by news that 


sales of existing US homes de¬ 
clined in June but not as 
sharply as had been expected. 

The report complemented 
news that US corporate giants 
AT&T, Caterpillar and 3M had 
surpassed second quarter earn¬ 
ings expectations. 

Analysts also pointed to in¬ 
dications of strong eurozone 
private sector activity in July 
and an increase in industrial 
orders in May from April. 

In London, the FTSE 100 
index added 1.90 percent to 
close at 5,313.81 points while 
in Paris the CAC 40 gained 
3.05 percent to 3,600.57 points. 
The Frankfurt DAX was up 
2.53 percent at 6,142.15 points. 

Elsewhere, Milan jumped 


2.76 percent, Madrid 2.61 per¬ 
cent and Amsterdam 2.71 per¬ 
cent. 

"Risk appetite made a sharp 
return today as equity markets 
shrugged off the 'unusual un¬ 
certainty' of Bemanke's com¬ 
ments ... (and) rallied on a 
number of factors, focusing on 
company earnings and better 
than expected economic data 
out of Europe and the UK," said 
analyst Michael Hewson of 
CMC Markets. Banks were 
well-supported, partly on an ex¬ 
pectation that the larger banks 
should pass today’s stress tests 
ithout too many problems." 

Authorities in a number of 
eurozone countries have 
voiced confidence that their 


banks will be shown to be ad¬ 
equately capitalized and there¬ 
fore strong enough to cope 
with another global crisis. 

In Paris, Credit Agricole 
jumped 5.55 percent, Societe 
Generale 5.08 percent and 
BNP Paribas 4.76 percent. 

Banking shares in Ger¬ 
many, Spain and Portugal also 
recorded significant gains. 

On Wall Street, in afternoon 
trading, the Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average rose 206.54, or 2 
percent, to 10,327.37. The 
Standard & Poor's 500 index 
rose 23.66, or 2.2 percent, to 
1,093.25, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 52.55, or 
2.4 percent, to 2,239.88. 

Nearly seven stocks rose 


for every one that fell on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 565.6 
million shares. 

Earlier, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment reported that new claims 
for US unemployment benefits 
rose more than expected last 
week, after two weeks of sharp 
declines linked largely to sea¬ 
sonal layoffs. 

But Charles Schwab & 
Company in a note to clients 
said: "A larger-than-forecast in¬ 
crease in US weekly initial job¬ 
less claims is being 
overshadowed by a plethora of 
better-than-anticipated earn¬ 
ings reports in the US and a 
slew of favorable economic re¬ 
leases in Europe."

Tamara Rotolo is a former 
American waitress and 
Alexandre Coste, six, with a 
French-Togolese former 
flight attendant, Nicole Coste. 

Given the constitutional 
urgency, some have won¬ 
dered why it took so long for 
Albert to confirm the engage¬ 
ment. 

Monaco, a super-rich en¬ 
clave on the Riviera coast 
surrounded on its landward 
side by France, covers only 
200 hectares (494 acres). It is 
home to 32,000 permanent 
residents, only 8,000 of them 
full citizens. 

Low tax rates, a luxury 
yachting marina and a famed 
casino have attracted many 
wealthy expatriates, and 
around 36,000 mainly French 
non-residents arrive every 
day to work in its tourism and 
financial services businesses. 

Albert rules as head of 
state, supported by a senior 
French civil servant and a 
government of four senior 
advisers. 

Born in Bulawayo, Zim¬ 
babwe, Wittstock competed 
for South Africa in the 
Olympics in Sydney 2000, 
and won three golds in the 
2002 swimming World Cup. 

Her profile rose further 
when she appeared in a 
swimwear photo shoot by 
Sports Illustrated magazine, 
but she has complained in the 
South African press of media 
intrusion into her private life. 

Prince Albert is a fellow 
Olympian, having competed 
in five Olympic games as a 
member of his country's bob¬ 
sleigh team.

MONACO (AFP) - The 
crown prince of Monaco, Al¬ 
bert II, will marry his South 
African fiancee Charlene 
Wittstock in July next year, 
the Mediterranean statelet's 
royal household announced 
Thursday. 

The couple will tie the 
knot in a civil ceremony at 
the palace on July 8 and then 
hold a religious service the 
following day, a statement 
said. The venue of the church 
event will be announced at a 
later date. 

Prince Albert is the 52- 
year-old son of the late Prince 
Rainier III and the Holly¬ 
wood actress Grace Kelly 
and has ruled Monaco — a 
Mediterranean city state and 
millionaires' playground — 
since July 2005. 

Wittstock is 20 years Al¬ 
bert's junior, an Olympic 
swimmer and schoolteacher 
who met the prince in 2000 
after she won gold in the 200 
metre backstroke at a 
Monaco swimming meeting 
he was hosting. 

The pair appeared together 
socially at the 2006 Winter 
Olympics in Turin, at the 
Monaco Grand Prix and at 
this year's Swedish royal 
marriage on June 19. 

Their formal engagement 
was announced four days 
later, and the formerly rather 
media-shy South African has 



Desmond Tutu, nearing 79, 
bows out of public life

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Archbishop Desmond Tutu 
announced yesterday he was 
withdrawing from public life 
after decades at the forefront 
of the struggle against 
apartheid and injustice 
around the world. 

"I have done as much as I 
can and need time to do things 
I have really wanted to do. I 
do want a little more quiet," 
the Nobel laureate told a press 
conference at St George's 
Cathedral in Cape Town. 

"On October 7, I turn 79 
years old, and withdraw from 
public life," he said. 

"Instead of growing old 
gracefully, at home with my 
family — reading and writing 
and praying and thinking — 
too much of my time has 
been spent at airports and in 
hotels," he added. 

"The time has now come 
to slow down, to sip Rooibos 
(redbush) tea with my 
beloved wife in the after¬ 
noons, to watch cricket, to 
travel to visit my children and 
grandchildren, rather than to 
conferences and conventions 
and university campuses. 

"Existing diary appoint¬ 
ments will be honoured, but 
no new appointments will be 
added to my schedule." 

"As Madiba said on his re¬ 
tirement: Don’t call me; I’ll 
call you." Tutu added, calling 
Nelson Mandela by his clan 
name. 

But he said that he would 
continue to work with The 


Elders, a group of eminent 
world leaders brought to¬ 
gether by Mandela to use 
their influence to support 
peace efforts and help allevi¬ 
ate poverty and suffering. 

"My involvement with the 
Elders and Nobel Laureate 
Group will continue, as will 
my support for the develop¬ 
ment of the Desmond Tutu 
Peace Centre in Cape Town" 
which his foundation is 
building, he said. 

Tutu was a leading figure 
in the fight against South 
Africa's white-minority 
regime, winning the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1984 for his 
non-violent struggle against 
apartheid, establishing him¬ 
self as the voice of the na¬ 
tion's conscience. 

In the years since, he 


proved indefatigable in lead¬ 
ing the Truth and Reconcilia¬ 
tion Commission to uncover 
the horrors of apartheid-era 
abuses. 

He never shied away from 
shining a spotlight on modem 
South Africa's failings, while 
travelling the globe to pro¬ 
mote peace efforts from the 
Middle East to the Solomon 
Islands in the South Pacific. 

"He is the voice that we 
are going to miss, the voice 
of moral authority. He will be 
missed among all South 
Africans," said Aubrey Mat- 
shiqi, a political analyst at the 
Centre for Policy Studies. 

"He has done a lot for the 
country and the church, using 
his position to highlight the 
plight of the country during 
apartheid," he said. 

"He deserves a break, but 
I don't think he would be able 
to fully retire from the mat¬ 
ters of the country." 

Tutu maintains a relentless 
public schedule, right up to 
his announcement Thursday. 

On Wednesday he and fel¬ 
low Nobel laureate Shirin 
Ebadi led hundreds of rights 
groups in urging Senegal to 
try exiled Chadian dictator 
Hissene Habre for mass mur¬ 
der and torture. 

On Tuesday, he wrote in 
The New York Times to urge 
US President Barack Obama 
to increase AIDS funding, 
and joined a UN commission 
to look into new ways of pre¬ 
venting HIV infections. 

But Tutu said he looked 
forward to having time to 
dote on his wife Leah. They 
married in 1955 and have 
four children. "Marrying 
Leah was the best decision I 
made in my life," he said. 
"Now I will have the time to 
serve her hot chocolate in bed 
in the mornings, as any dot¬ 
ing husband should."

O’Neill tells Milner he can 
leave Villa 


COL DU TOURMALET, 
(AFP) - Spaniard Alberto 
Contador took a huge step to¬ 
wards a third yellow jersey 
triumph after matching a se¬ 
ries of attacks from Andy 
Schleck on the Tour de 
France 17th stage Thursday. 

Schleck began the final 
climbing stage of this year's 
race, a 174km ride from Pau 
to the Col du Tourmalet in the 
Pyrenees, with an eight-sec¬ 
ond deficit to Spain's two- 
time winner in the race for 
the yellow jersey. 

But despite staying faith¬ 
ful to his promise of attacking 
Contador throughout the 
18.6km slog to the summit of 
the fog-shrouded Tourmalet, 
stage winner Schleck fin¬ 
ished with Contador sitting 
comfortably on his wheel. 

"I gave it everything 
today, I tried to attack, I 
changed rhythm several 
times to try and drop him and 
I just couldn't," said Schleck, 
who applauded Contador's 
gentlemanly conduct at the 
end. 

"In the end I have to say 
respect to Alberto because he 
didn't sprint (for the finish) at 
the end." 

Astana team leader Conta¬ 
dor will retain his eight-sec¬ 
ond lead over the Saxo Bank 
climbing specialist ahead of 
Friday's 18th stage, which is 
likely to finish in a bunch 
sprint. 

Schleck's last chance to 
overhaul Contador would be 
in Saturday's penultimate 
stage time trial over a 52km- 
long flat course, a discipline 


in which the Spaniard has a 
far better record. 

Barring catastrophe for 
Contador between Friday and 
Sunday, and despite Schleck's 
insistence he will fight to the 
end, the Spaniard will claim 
his third yellow jersey after 
victories in 2007 and 2009. 

"There's still some stages 
left but let's say today it was 
an important stepping stone 
(towards the yellow jersey)," 
said Contador, who played 
down the fact he has not won 
any stages this year.

Although Schleck at¬ 
tacked Contador first, at the 
10km to go mark, then sev¬ 
eral times after that the 
Spaniard made his own bid to 
drop the Luxemburger with 
3.9km remaining. 

When Schleck pulled 
level, he gave Contador an 
icy stare — which the 
Spaniard did not react to. 

"Everybody talks about 
the look, but I've got to look 
somewhere. I'm battling with 
Contador, I look him in the 
eyes," added Schleck. 

"When I came back to 
him, I looked at him and saw 
he was suffering too and that 
gave me a bit more confi¬ 
dence." 

"I tried to attack him but 
Andy's reaction showed me 
he was strong," added Conta¬ 
dor. 


"But the whole time I was 
really concentrated, and felt 
pretty confident. Today I had 
great legs." 

In 2008 Contador did not 
compete as he turned his at¬ 
tention to the Tour of Italy 
and Tour of Spain — both of 
which he won. 

Schleck meanwhile had to 
be content with his second 
stage win of the race after he 
beat Contador by lOsecs at 
Morzine-Avoriaz in the Alps. 

"I couldn't drop him but 
I'm really happy to have won 
the stage," added Schleck, 
who despite his inferior 
record in time trials has not 
given up hope of overhauling 
Contador on Saturday. 

Another Spaniard, Joaquin 
Rodriguez of Team Katusha, 
was third at lmin 18sec, with 
Canadian Ryder Hesjedal 
fourth at 1:27, Spaniard 
Samuel Sanchez fifth at 1:32 
and Denis Menchov sixth at 
1:40. 

Sanchez increased his 
13 sec lead over podium rival 
Menchov to 21 sec, however 
the Russian believes his su¬ 
perior time trialling will let 
him leapfrog the little 
Olympic champion. 

"I'm satisifed with the way 
things went today. It's a pity I 
lost a little bit of time to 
Sanchez, but 21 secs is a gap 
I can easily make up in the 
time trial on Saturday," said 
the Rabobank rider, who also 
finished third in 2008.

Michael Schumacher sure to drive 


in 2011 


HOCKENHEIM (AFP) - 
Seven-times world champion 
Michael Schumacher said on 
Thursday that he will defi¬ 
nitely be racing in Formula 
One next season and still has 
his sights set on an eighth 
world title. 

The 41-year-old's best re¬ 
sult since returning to the grid 
this season has been finishing 
fourth on two occasions. 

His teammate and fellow 
German Nico Rosberg, 
meanwhile, has been on the 
podium twice already and 
out-qualified him in all but 
two Grands Prix. 

Schumacher's disappoint¬ 
ing comeback to Formula 
One has brought about sug¬ 
gestions that he may not see 
out his three-year deal at 


Mercedes, but the German in¬ 
sisted there is no doubt in his 
mind that he will continue 
racing next year. 

"It is what I mentioned the 
other day - that I officially 
publicised when I rejoined FI 
- which is to win the title. 
That is my focus and that is 
what I am here for," he said. 

Schumacher admitted that 
it was too tall an order to ex¬ 
pect to win the championship 
after a three year break but is 
confident that he is still capa¬ 
ble of winning another world 
title. 

"Am I perfectly happy 


with my own performance? 
That is probably the wrong 
thing to say," he said. 

"There is an expectation 
out there but you have to be 
realistic that it is probably 
impossible to meet. To be out 
three years and start where I 
finished in a car that doesn't 
allow me do it, is unrealistic. 

"I will take my time. I 
enjoy most of it, this process. 
There are ups and downs and 
that is part of motorsport. I 
am very confident I can 
achieve it, which is what I am 
focusing on." 
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
